Of many Compositions 
selected by Rubens, in the range of his Fancy through 
the Regions of Classic Fable, none have been more 
justly admired, or appear to have been treated with 
more satisfaction to the Artist himself, than the 
Judgment of Paris; since he was induced to paint 
this Subject, on three different occasions, each time 
with some varieties. One of these is in Spain. The 
Orleans Picture is well known. The splendid Per¬ 
formance here exhibited to the Public was executed 
in Italy, where he had the advantage of observing 
the best Models, and maturing, by means of them, 
the Luxuriance of his Pencil. It comprises several 
accessories not to be found in the Picture with which 
the Public are already acquainted; and the palm has 
been adjudged to this by Connoisseurs, for the su¬ 
perior Richness and Mellowness of Colouring It is 
of undoubted obicinalitv, and perfect in pre¬ 
servation.
